Applications for the placement of 
children in the ASSSC Children’s Center 
will be accepted through this Friday, May 
21 

The center will be located on Jed Smith 
Drive, just north of the Fish and Game 
Building and there wil! be a play area for 
the children outside. 

The children are to be toilet-trained 
pre-schoolers, two to five years old. 
Applications may be picked up and 
submiited at a table which will be located 
in front of the cafeteria this week from 
10 a.m. to 3 p.m. daily. They can also be 
returned to the Student Activities Office 
in Administration 250. A non-refundable 
fee of $5 will be charged to each 
applicant. 


To be eligible, parent applicants must be 
enrolled for 6% units or more for the 
semester during which they intend to use 
the center. If by chance, there are more 
openings than there are eligible children, 
applications from faculty and staff will be 
accepted. 

Priorities wil! be primarily determined 
by the parents’ income, those earning less 
will be given higher priority Next in 
consideration for priority will be the 
number of units and hours worked 
carried by the parents. Those with heavier 
schedules will be given priority (income 
being equal) to those with lighter 
schedules. Children who participate in the 
prior semester will be given priority for 
entrance in the following semester in

Parents will have an option of using 4 
five-day, three-day or a two-day schedule, 
provided the center 1s at full capacity for 
the entire five-day week. The pay scale 
will be adjusted according to the number 
of days used. A fee of $50 will be charged 
for a five-day week, $30 for a three-day 
week, and $20 for a two-day week. Thus, 
depending on the parents’ schedule, the 
cost of the program can range from $20 
to $50 each month for the use of the 
cel 
A meeting of parents, the head teacher 
and the advisory board will be held 
Friday, Sept. 10. Attendance by parents 
will be mandatory since the center is run 
in cooperation with the parents Parents 
will be informed as to whether or not 
their children have been accepted in the 
first week of June. 

The center will be staffed by a master 
teacher who will serve as director, eight 
assistant teachers on work study, a 
student bookkeeper, a student janitor, 
and an undesignated number of volunteer 
student aides fulfilling assignments given 
by the major departments Parents will 
also be encouraged to participate in the 


program 
The program is also accepting

age or older

The study also noted that sexual 
promiscuity was frequent, with a 


high incidence of venereal disease 


ind pregnancy. Four of the 
patients had attempted suicide. It 
went on to say, “There was 


marked interference with personal 


cleanliness, grooming, dressing 
and study habits or work or 
both.” 


The patients consistently showed 


symptoms including poor social 
judgment, poor attention span, 
poor concentration, confusion, 


anxiety, depression, apathy, 
passivity, and often slowed and 
slurred speech, according to the 
doctors 

In observing the patients, “only 
one of us diagnosed the condition 
and prescribed the treatment. Ina 


few instances, diagnoses were 
made by yne author and 
treatment was instituted by the 
other. In these few cases, there 
Was agreement on the diagnosis.”

“The Love Life and Death of a Moose.” Armour took his subject 
matter from a newspaper article, as he often does. The headline read 
“Up in Newfoundland, some thirty moose, mistaking diesel train horns 


for mating calls, have been lured to death on the tracks.” 

These observations and the above verse took place in the midst of a 
sparsely-attended but nevertheless very funny presentation by Richard 
Armour, author of such books as It All Started With Columbus, It all 
Started With Eve, American Lit Relit, and Twisted Tales From 


Shakespeare. 


Armour has written 42 books “12 or 13 in verse and the rest in prose 
with some having verse mixed in with prose.”’ Armour spent 38 years 
teaching at various institutions including The Universities of Texas 
and Hawaii and Northwestern University. His final position before 
retiring to write and lecture was as Dean of the Faculty at the 
Claremont Colleges. He has lectured in many places around the world 
and has had his books translated into several languages. 


Early in his speech. Dr Armour wished to clarify the difference 
between humor and satire. He first noted their similar involvement in 
“the sudden recognition of incongruity.”’ However, they are as nearly 
opposite as “acid” (satire) and “alkaline” (humor). Armour feit that he 
would “like to write straight acid, straight satire, but I find I can’t hold 
my reader so I put in just enough of the alkaline.” 


He disagrees with the feeling that man is perfectable. If man were 
perfectable no humor could exist. He feels that the man who said that 
there is no humor in heaven was thinking the same thing. Where things
